Mr. Flexner, of Carnegie Fund,
Thinks Doctors Lack Learning.

BLAMES MEDICAL SCHOOLS

Declares Twenty Undesirable
Institutions Have Been Driven
Out of Business in Last Year.

“Some prograss has besan made during
the last year, as twenty medlcal schools in
different parts of the country have bean
put out of business,'
